Sir  and  Dear  Brother: 

We  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  Report  of  the 
Councils  and  Conferences  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de 
Paul,  within  the  Circumscription  of  this  Council,  for  the 
vear  1 885. 

Our  report  is  dated  ten  days  earlier  than  that  for  the 
year  1884.  There  are,  at  this  time,  nineteen  Conferences 
which  have  not  rendered  their  reports,  but,  having  given 
timely  notice  that  we  would  not  wait  after  the  20tli  inst., 
we  think  it  proper  to  proceed  with  the  materials  which 
are  now  in  our  possession. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  (280)  Conferences  are  named  in 
this  Report.  Of  this  number,  two  hundred  and  forty  (240) 
are  united  by  Particular  Councils,  and  forty  (40)  are  Iso¬ 
lated  Conferences. 

The  tables,  which  we  annex,  include  the  reports  from 
two  hundred  and  sixty-one  (261)  Conferences.  Last  year 
two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  (238)  reported.  Of  the  Con- 
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ferences,  which  have  not  reported,  thirteen  (13)  are  united 
by  Particular  Councils,  and  six  (6)  are  Isolated. 

The  Particular  Council  of  Trenton,  in  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  was  instituted  in  June,  1885.  Three  Conferences, 
which  had  previously  reported  as  Isolated,  are  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  that  Council.  During  the  year  five  (5) 
Conferences  were  aggregated.  They  are  as  follows :  St. 
Mary ,  of  Dorchester,  and  St.  Peter ,  of  Waltham,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Boston,  Massachusetts  ;  The  Holy  Rosary ,  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  New  York, 
New  York  ;  St.  Stephen  (Aspirant),  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Particular  Council  of  Washington,  D.  C.;  St.  Leoy 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  Balti¬ 
more,  Maryland,  and  St.  Mary ,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware. 
In  our  rei3ort  for  1884  we  erroneously  stated  that  the  last 
two  Conferences  were  aggregated  during  that  year.  In 
fact,  they  were  aggregated  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
1885.  We  regret  to  be  obliged  to  state  that  St.  Mary' s,  of 
Wilmington,  is  one  of  the  nineteen  Conferences  which 
have  not  made  reports  for  the  year  1885. 

Twenty-four  Conferences,  a  very  unusual  number,  make 
their  first  reports  :  St.  Joseph ,  of  Manchester,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  ;  St.  Mary ,  of  Brookline,  and  St.  Peter ,  of  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Massachusetts;  St.  Bridget ,  of  Troy,  New  York;. 
The  Holy  Rosary ,  of  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York; 
St.  Peter ,  of  Beading,  Pennsylvania ;  St.  Stephen ,  The 
Immaculate  Conception ,  St.  Matthew ,  St.  Patrick  and  St. 
Aloysius  (all  Aspirant  Conferences),  of  the  City  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.;  St.  Francis ,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio  ;  SS.  Peter 
and  Paul ,  of  Detroit,  Michigan  ;  SI.  Philip ,  Notre  Dame , 
and  St.  Elizabeth ,  of  Chicago,  Illinois  ;  St.  Columba ,  of 
Louisville,  Kentucky, .and  Mission  of  Dolores ,  St.  Fran- 
cis ,  St.  Mary ,  St.  Joseph ,  St.  Bridget ,  St.  Peter  and  St. 
Rose ,  of  San  Francisco,  California. 


The  names  of  four  Conferences  have  been  omitted  in 
this  report :  Sacred  Heart ,  of  Fall  River,  Massachusetts  ; 
St.  Mary ,  of  Birmingham,  Connecticut ;  St.  Mary,  of 
Waterford,  New  York,  and  The  Immaculate  Conception , 
of  Wheeling,  West  Virginia.  They  had  not  reported 
for  some  years,  and  were  Isolated  Conferences,  and  our 
repeated  efforts  to  obtain  reports  from  them,  or  even 
information  concerning  them,  were  fruitless.

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General  Remarks. 

There  was  nothing  nnusual  in  the  condition  of  the 
Society,  or  the  demands  made  upon  it,  during  the  year 
1885.  There  was  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  year 
in  almost  every  item  of  the  works  and  finances.  It  is  with 
pleasure  that  we  note  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
Conferences,  and  we  do  not  doubt  that  this  fact  is  largely 
due  to  the  complimentary  language  used  by  the  Archbishops 
and  Bishops  of  the  United  States,  assembled  at  Baltimore, 
in  the  third  Plenary  Council,  in  1883.  In  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  California,  seven  Conferences  were  established 
and  appear  in  our  report.  A  feature  equally  gratifying, 
and,  perhaps,  of  greater  importance  in  its  results,  is  the 
organization  of  five  Aspirant  Conferences  in  the  City  of 

Washington,  D.  C.  To  these  facts  we  will  refer  at  greater 
length  in  subsequent  parts  of  this  report.  As  a  result,  the 
number  of  the  unaggregated  Conferences  is  much  increased, 
but  we  think  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  Conferences  of 
that  class  will  be  in  a  condition  to  apply  for  aggregation 
during  the  present  year. 

The  Office  and  Place  of  Meeting  of  the  Council. 

As  in  former  years  the  Council  was  indebted  to  The 
Irish  Emigrant  Society  for  its  office  and  place  of  business, 
and  to  The  Xamer  Union ,  No.  20  West  27th  st.,  for  its 
place  of  meeting.  These  privileges  are  conferred  grat- 
ititously,  and  the  accommodations  are  such,  that  if  any 
compensation  were  required,  they  would  be  far  beyond  the 
resources  of  the  Council.

BOSTON,  MASSACHUSETTS. 

There  are  rejjorts  from  twenty-nine  of  the  thirty -two 
Conferences  which  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Par- 
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ticular  Council  of  this  city.  St.  Mary's,  of  Waltham, 
which  reported  for  1884  as  an  Isolated  Conference,  is 
among  the  number.  St.  Mary's,  of  Brookline,  and  St. 
Peter's,  of  Cambridge,  make  their  first  appearance.  The 
Mission  Conference  lias  been  re-organized  as  a  new  Con¬ 
ference. 

We  copy  a  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Particular  Coun¬ 
cil  as  follows  : 

“A  comparison  of  this,  with  last  year’s  work,  may  be  easily  made  by  consulting

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  increase  in  families  relieved, 
visits  and  expenditures.  This  comes  mainly  from  the  addition  of  the  suburban 
Conferences — the  six  in  Boston  adding  nine  hundred  dollars  ;  three  in  East  Bos¬ 
ton,  two  hundred,  and  the  other  sections  showing  a  falling  off  ;  although,  in  some 
instances,  there  are  a  larger  number  of  families  reported  relieved. 

The  figures  show  an  average  grant  of  twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents  to  each 
case,  or  about  one  dollar  per  visit,  of  a  little  over  twelve  to  each  ;  from  which  it 
may  be  inferred  that  assistance  given  is  very  largely  only  temporary.

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The  average  attendance  of  all  the  members  at  meetings  has  fallen  behind  a 
little,  but  a  great  improvement  was  made  at  the  general  meetings,  the  average 
reaching  one  hundred  members;  and  at  the  retreat  given  at  the  beginning  of  Lent, 
the  attendance  reached  three  hundred.  An  effort  has  been  made,  and  no  pains 
spared,  to  make  the  four  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Society  interesting  and  attractive. 
'Gentlemen  connected  with  public  and  private  charities,  and  the  Reverend  Spiritual 
Directors  of  the  Conferences  have  been  invited  to  make  addresses  on  these  occa¬ 
sions,  on  subjects  of  interest  to  the  members,  and  the  results  give  encouragement 
for  the  future.  The  average  attendance  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Council  is 
forty  per  cent.,  and  the  Conferences  are  credited  with  representations  as  follows: 
Sacred  Heart,  twelve  times;  St.  Augustine  and  St.  Joseph  (B.  H.),  eleven;  St. 
Peter  (Dorchester),  ten;  Immaculate  Conception  and  St.  Rose,  nine;  St.  Mary,  St. 
Francis  de  Sales  (B.  H.)  and  St.  Paul,  eight;  St.  James,  SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  St. 
Patrick  and  Star  of  the  Sea,  six;  St.  Francis  de  Sales  (Charlestown)  and  St.  Peter 
(Cambridge),  four;  Holy  Cross,  St.  Stephen,  St.  John,  St.  Mary  (Everett),  and  St. 
Joseph  (Somerville),  three;  Holy  Redeemer,  St.  Joseph,  St.  Mary  (Cambridgeport), 
.and  the  Immaculate  Conception  (Malden),  two;  St.  Mary  (Charlestown),  St.  Mary 
(Brookline),  one;  and  Gate  of  Heaven,  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Mary  (Waltham),  none. 

To  attract  a  better  attendance  at  the  Council  meetings,  as  well  as  for  more 
important  reasons,  the  consideration  of  a  series  of  topics  was  begun  in  December, 
all  of  which  bear  upon  the  work  the  Society  may  take  hold  of;- and  if  pursued  with 
•energy  will  lead  to  practical  results  beyond  those  now  accomplished. 

*  *  •  *  *  *  * 

The  religious  instruction  given  the  inmates  of  Deer  Island  is  under  the  charge 
-of  one  of  the  Jesuit  Fathers  from  St.  Mary’s.  In  this  work  members  of  the  Society 
.and  other  volunteers  assist;  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  help  in  the  same  way 
the  priest  from  St.  Joseph’s  who  attends  the  State  Prison.  Arrangements  are  being 
made  towards  looking  after  prisoners  landing  from  the  Island;  and  a  temporary 
shelter  is  to  be  provided  for  the  women  later  on. 

*  *  *  *  .  *  * 

The  present  year  will  witness  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  foundation  of 
the  Society  in  Boston,  and  can  be  made  the  occasion  of  a  jubilee,  wherein  we  may 
offer  our  thanksgiving  for  the  introduction  of  such  a  beneficent  work  and  renew 
our  zeal  for  its  continuance. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  say  that  the  Conferences  are  generally  doing  their  work 
well;  although,  in  a  few  instances,  they  have  labored  under  some  difficulties,  which 
may  be  overcome  by  the  assistance  and  suggestions  which  they  will  receive  from 
the  officers  of  this  Council  in  their  visits  among  them.  The  condition  of  business 
is  not  yet  such  as  to  improve  the  lot  of  the  laborer  much;  but  ever  ready  patrons 
have  stood  prepared  to  make  generous  contributions  to  assist  in  the  work,  for  which 
-they  have  the  prayers  of  the  needy  and  our  sincere  thanks  for  their  liberality.”

PROVIDENCE,  RHODE  ISLAND. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  the  nine  Confer¬ 
ences  of  this  city.  This  is  an  improvement  on  the  year 
1884,  when  but  seven  Conferences  reported. 

The  Council  received  $58.17,  and  disbursed  $46.00. 

During  the  year  1885  the  President  of  the  Council,  Mr. 
James  J.  Nolan,  retired.  His  successor  manifests  com¬ 
mendable  zeal. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows: 

“  Since  the  last  annual  reporta  change  has  occurred  in  the  officers  of  the  Council, 
the  former  President  having  retired  after  many  years’  service  in  the  Society.  *  * 

It  is  pleasant  to  observe  that  all  the  Conferences  report,  A/.  Mary's  and  The 
Assumption  having  again  fallen  into  line,  and  that  death  has  not  visited  our  ranks. 
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*  *  *  The  beginning  of  the  year  finds  The  Conference  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul 

again  in  working  order  with  a  good  membership,  and  a  substantial  treasury,  through 
the  goodness  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  and  the  Spiritual  Director,  a  matter  of  con¬ 
gratulation,  as  the  need  of  a  Conference  in  the  Cathedral  Parish  is  pressing.  The 
work  of  the  several  Conferences  for  1885  compares  favorably  with  that  of  any 
previous  year,  and  ihe  condition  of  each  is  such  that  in  future  good  results  are 
anticipated.  A  practice  initiated  several  years  ago  by  St.  Patrick' s  Conference  of 
supplying  the  poor  under  its  care  with  Christmas  dinners  is  worthy  of  emulation  by 
all.  Other  Conferences,  with  the  same  commendable  spirit,  increased  the  allow¬ 
ance  at  this  time.  In  case  of  extreme  destitution,  to  which  the  Conferences  cannot 
give  adequate  relief,  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  upon  recommendation  of  members, 
grants  additional  relief,  generally  in  the  shape  of  fuel  and  shoes,  of  the  amount  of 
which  no  exact  statement  can  be  made,  and,  as  it  is  no  part  of  the  Society  work,  it 
cannot  be  tabulated.” 

The  reports  of  the  Conferences  are  generally  well  pre¬ 
pared.  The  assistance  from  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  to 
which  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  refers,  is  mentioned  by 
St.  Patrick"  s  and  St.  Joseph"  s  Conferences,  and  the  Con¬ 
ferences  of  The  Assumption  and  The  Immaculate  Concep¬ 
tion.  That  the  other  Conferences  do  not  report  similar 
assistance  is  probably  due  to  their  local  position.  The 
Conference  of  the  Assumption  mentions  also  the  receipt  of 
308  loaves  of  bread,  from  one  source,  as  a  gift. 


NEW  HAVEN,  CONNECTICUT. 


The  five  Conferences  in  this  city  are  again  represented 
by  their  reports,  which,  in  most  respects,  compare  favor¬ 
ably  with  those  for  1884.

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes: 

“  The  Council  held  four  meetings  during  the  year.  Four  of  the  Conferences 
reported  twice,  and  thvee*at the  remaining  meetings.  Four  General  Meetings  were 
held.  The  five  Conferences  reported  once,  and  three  at  each  remaining  meeting. 
The  General  Meetings  have  been  held  in  each  of  the  different  churches,  and  the 
plan  of  having  all  the  members  attend  the  morning  Mass,  and  to  go  to  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  in  a  body  at  the  church  where  the  General  Meeting  is  held  has  been 
adopted,  and  is  meeting  with  good  success.” 

St.  Mar y*  s  Conference  reports  having  procured  the  last 
rites  for  a  man  who  had  long  neglected  the  Church.  St. 
Francis's  Conferenced as  the  first  rank  in  the  percentage 
of  average  attendance,  and  The  Conference  of  the  Sacred 
Heart  in  the  contributions  of  members  in  proportion  to  the 
strength  of  membership.  The  attendance  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Council,  at  the  Masses  and  General  Meetings,  is 
worthy  of  imitation. 


TROY,  NEW  YORK. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  ten  of  the 
eleven  Conferences  of  this  city. 

St.  Bridget  s  Conference  makes  its  first  report. 

There  is  a  decrease  in  the  membership  and  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  families  relieved,  but,  when  all  circumstances  are 
considered,  the  returns,  compared  with  those  for  the  year 
1884,  are  quite  creditable.

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St.  Joseph ’  s  Conference ,  of  Troy,  writes  :  “We  have 
rescued  a  goodly  number  of  destitute  children,  and  had 
them  given  over  to  the  care  of  the  Christian  Brothers  in 
the  Asylum,  at  the  expense  of  the  city  and  county,”  St. 
Patrick's  Conference ,  of  West  Troy,  says:  “With  the 
advice  of  the  Spiritual  Director,  this  Conference  has  opened 
a  Mission  Sunday  School  on  Temperance  Hill.  The  attend¬ 
ance  is  one  hundred.  The  school  is  conducted  by  the  Sis¬ 
ters  of  Mercy.”  The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart , 
which  made  its  first  report  last  year,  has  met  with  a  great 
misfortune,  and,  therefore,  is  to  be  excused  for  making  but 
nominal  returns.  It  writes  :  “In  March,  1885,  the  Church 
of  the  Sacred  Heart,  to  which  this  Conference  is  attached, 
was  destroyed  by  a  fire,  in  which  the  records,  etc.,  of  the 
Society  were  lost.  All  the  work  of  both  Conference  and 
Church  since  then  has  been  to  rebuild  the  Church,  which  is 
now  finished,  and  the  Conference  is  in  good  working 
order.  ’ 5 


ALBANY,  NEW  YORK. 

We  have  reports  from  the  Council  and  six  of  the  seven 
Conferences  of  this  city.  We  do  not  remember  that  any 
Conference  of  this  city  has  ever  before  failed  to  report. 
The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $118.73,  and  its  disburse¬ 
ments  $94.20.  The  average  attendance  at  the  twelve  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Council  was  nine,  and  the  average  attendance 
at  the  General  Meetings  was  66,  and  at  Mass  and  Holy 
Communion  63.  The  average  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows  : 

“  Some  of  our  Conferences  are  suffering  from  a  lack  of  membership,  and  report 
that  they  find  it  almost  impossible  to  recruit  their  ranks,  owing,  mainly,  to  the 
number  of  other  good  societies  in  the  various  Parishes  seemingly  more  attractive 
(particularly  for  young  men)  than  that  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul.  *  * 

I  hardly  think,  that  the  demands  on  the  Society  the  past  winter  were  as  numerous 
as  in  former  seasons.  It  may  be  that  if  there  were  more  workers  very  many  more 
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cases  of  destitution  might  be  found.  Of  the  Special  Works  that  of  the  Peniten¬ 
tiary  has  been  interrupted  in  consequence  of  the  fever  epidemic  in  that  institution 
during  the  summer  and  fall.  Now,  however,  the  weekly  visits  have  been  resumed. 
The  work  at  the  Alms  House,  Charity  Hospital,  Jail,  etc.,  has  faithful  attention." 

The  Conference  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  distributes  at 
Christmas  to  about  sixty  families  food  of  various  kinds 
of  the  value  of  $80.00,  furnished  by  the  Parishioners.  As 
the  Conference  is  near  the  railway  station  and  steamboat 
landing,  many  travelers  receive  relief  from  it.  The  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  (the  Cathedral  Con¬ 
ference)  has  a  Sunday  School  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
Parish.  The  Sunday  School  at  Paigeville,  which  had  been 
under  the  care  of  the  Conference  for  twenty  years,  had 
been  changed  to  a  chapel  under  the  care  of  the  Cathedral 
Parish,  and  is  called  the  Chapel  of  St.  Yincent  de  Paul. 


COHOES,  NEW  YORK. 


There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  the  four  Con¬ 
ferences  of  this  citv. 

The  attendance  at  the  General  Meetings  was  65  per  cent, 
and  at  the  Holy  Communion  70  per  cent.  Three -fourths 
of  the  representatives  of  Conferences  attended  the  monthly 
meetings  of  the  Council.  This  is  an  example  worthy  of 
imitation.  St.  Peter' s  Conference  has  needed  and  received 
the  attendance  and  attention  of  the  officers  of  the  Council. 
As  to  the  other  Conferences  they  have  shown  commend¬ 
able  zeal  in  their  care  for  the  wants  of  the  poor,  and  not  a 
single  case  has  been  reported  to  them  without  receiving 
prompt  attention.  St.  Bernards  Conference  lost,  by 
death,  its  Treasurer,  Mr.  Healy,  who  was  a  member  since 
its  organization  in  1870,  and  its  Treasurer  for  more  than 
twelve  years.  St.  Agnes'  Conference  collected  nearly 
$800.00  for  Christmas  dinners  and  donations  among  the 
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people  of  the  Parish  and  Protestants,  many  of  the  latter  of 
whom  invited  the  members,  when  going  around,  to  call 
upon  them.  The  Conference  was  instrumental  in  causing  to 
be  baptized  and  received  into  the  Church  a  mother  and  her 
five  children,  who  were  non-Catholics.  It  caused  three 
Catholic  children  to  be  transferred  from  the  Alms-House 
to  the  Sisters  of  the  Incarnation. 

SYRACUSE,  NEW  YORK. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  the  three  Con¬ 
ferences  of  this  city.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  sends, 
also,  a  report  which  was  made  to  the  Council  by  the  Sisters 
of  Charity  in  charge  of  “  St.  Joseph’s  Asylum  and  House 
of  Providence.”  Its  receipts  were  $6,001.07,  and  its  dis¬ 
bursements  $9,478.76.  The  inmates  of  the  Institution  at 
the  end  of  the  year  were  twenty-three  adults  and  ninety- 
four  boys.  This  Institution  received  $2,219.10  from  the 
county  and  towns,  $680.25  from  the  relatives  of  children, 
$1,049.88  from  private  adults,  and  $1,499.89  in  donations,  a 
portion  of  the  last  being  an  account  of  a  mortgage.  The 
payments  exceeded  the  receipts,  but  the  sum  of  $6, 000  paid 
in  discharge  of  a  mortgage  formed  a  part  of  the  payments, 
and  there  was  still  a  small  balance  on  hand. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes:  u  You  wall  notice 

C / 

by  the  report  of  the  House  of  Providence  that  it  is  now 
entirely  free  from  debt,  and  a  feeling  is  now  extending 
among  the  members  that  it  would  be  a  good  time  to  pre¬ 
sent  the]titleof  the  property,  which  is  worth  about  $80, 000, 
to  the  Sisters  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  who  have  so  success¬ 
fully  conducted  its  affairs  under  our  humble  patronage 
during  the  past  fourteen  years.” 

CITY  OF  NEW  YORK,  NEW  YORK. 

There  are  reports  from  forty-six  of  the  forty-seven  Confer¬ 
ences  of  this  city.  The  Conference  of  the  Holy  Rosary 
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makes  its  first  report.  St.  Boniface' s  Conference  still  fails 
to  report,  and  it  is  necessary  to  state  that  the  returns  from 


two  or  more  Conferences  are  for  portions  of  the  year.

The  average  attendance  of  members  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Conferences  was  about  sixty-eight  and  one-half  per 
cent. ,  being  an  increase  of  one  per  cent,  over  the  year  1884.

JERSEY  CITY,  NEW  JERSEY. 

The  Council  of  this  city  sends  reports  from  the  seven 
Conferences.  The  Council  received  $311.76,  and  disbursed 
$342.92,  most  of  which  sum  was  expended  on  behalf  of  the 
Sacred  Heart  Union,  and  for  the  conveyance  of  Sisters  of 
Charity  who  teach  the  children  at  the  County  Alms  House 
on  Snake  Hill. 

The  aggregate  returns  compare  favorably  with  those  for 
the  year  1884.  The  following  are  the  prominent  items:

The  amount  contributed  by  members  is  above  the  average, 
and  St.  Mary"  s  Conference ,  St.  Joseph"  s  Conference  and 
Tlie  Conference  of  Our  Lady  of  Grace  take  the  first  rank 
in  this  respect. 
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We  make  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  President  of 
the  Council,  as  follows: 

“  There  is  very  little  change  in  the  general  condition  of  our  Council  and  Confer¬ 
ences  since  our  last  annual  report.  Our  population  is  constantly  changing,  and 
with  the  numerous  other  Catholic  associations  and  sodalities  for  mutual  benefit  and 
improvement,  it  is  difficult  for  our  humble  Society  to  do  more  than  modestly 
maintain  the  even  tenor  of  its  way. 

SPEKDY  R KLIEF  AFFORDED. 

The  value  of  our  Society  as  a  means  of  affording  speedy  relief  to  persons  sud¬ 
denly  overcome  by  misfortune,  was  beautifully  illustrated  during  the  summer  of 
1885.  In  the  lower  part  of  Jersey  City  a  large  and  destructive  fire  occurred  in  the 
tenement  house  locality,  which  rendered  some  thirty  families  homeless.  The 
flames  spread  so  rapidly  that  many  were  unable  to  save  their  furniture  or  even  their 
clothing.  The  distress  was  appalling.  St.  Peter’s  Conference  was  hastily  called 
together  and  divided  into  visiting  committees,  with  instructions  to  visit  the  burnt 
district  and  ascertain  the  present  location  and  condition  of  the  unfortunates  with¬ 
out  regard  to  creed  or  color.  The  Conference  met  again  the  same  night.  Its 
committees  had  performed  their  duties  thoroughly.  With  that  tact  and  discretion 
that  marks  true  Vincentians,  they  were  able  to  report  the  location  of  every  indi¬ 
vidual  and  the  extent  of  their  distress.  A  consultation  was  held  with  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  ‘  Children  of  Mary;’  immediate  co-operation  was  agreed  upon; 
funds  were  placed  in  their  hands  to  promptly  clothe  the  poor  women  and  children, 
which  the  ‘  Children  of  Mary,’  aided  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  did  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  meeting. 

The  next  day  some  of  our  members  asked  a  few  prominent  non-Catholic  citi¬ 
zens  to  act  with  them  as  a  committee  to  appeal  to  the  public,  and  receive  donations 
of  money,  clothing  and  furniture  for  the  sufferers.  One  of  this  committee,  Mr. 
George  W.  Clerihew,  was  very  active,  and  within  a  week  this  committee  had  raised 
funds  sufficient  to  reimburse  St.  Peter’s  Conference  for  its  prompt  cash  outlay,  and 
money,  clothing  and  furniture  enough  to  place  every  family  in  even  a  better  con¬ 
dition  than  they  were  before  the  fire. 

Mr.  Clerihew,  and  other  non-Catholic  gentlemen  who  assisted  in  this  work, 
expressed  their  gratification  in  being  able  to  co-operate  in  a  work  of  public  charity 
with  an  organization  so  thorough,  prompt  and  piactical  in  its  distribution  of  alms. 

SPECIAL  WORKS. 

Our  Society  still  maintains  its  interest  in  the  Catholic  Protectory  for  boys  by 
assisting  in  the  enrollment  of  members  of  the  Sacred  Heart  Union,  which  associa¬ 
tion  supports  this  institution.  We  have  also  provided  the  transportation  for  the 
good  ladies  who  instruct  the  children  at  the  County  Alms-House.” 
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NEWARK,  NEW  JERSEY. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  the  five  Confer¬ 
ences  of  this  city.  There  has  been  a  small  decrease  in  the 
number  of  members,  but  the  works  have  increased  in 
almost  every  particular.  Thus,  the  families  relieved  were 
293  against  245;  the  visits,  2,197  against  2,037;  the  receipts, 
$1,655  against  $1,135;  and  the  expenditures,  $1,325  against 
$1,283.  And  yet  some  of  the  members  of  the  Council  seem, 
at  times,  to  be  a  little  discouraged.  We  think  that  the 
facts  stated  are  a  ground  for  feelings  of  satisfaction  and 
hopefulness. 

The  Particular  Council  received  $17.51,  and  disbursed 
$15.00. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes: 

“  Special  Works;  on  this  subject  we  have  nothing  new  to  state.  The  Jail  and 
Alms-House  are  regularly  attended.  St.  Vincent’s  Home  is  succeeding  well, 
thanks  to  the  kindness  of  our  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop,  who  furnished  the  greater  portion 
•of  the  funds  for  its  support.” 


TRENTON,  NEW  JERSEY. 

As  has  been  already  stated,  a  Particular  Council  was 
instituted  in  this  city  in  the  year  ]  885.  It  is  the  third 
Council  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  first  in  the 
Diocese  of  Trenton,  which  was  established  in  1881,  and 
comprises  fourteen  counties  situated  in  the  Southern, 
Southwestern  and  Western  portions  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey.  The  Conferences  in  the  city  of  Trenton  are  the 
only  Conferences  now  existing  in  the  Diocese.  The  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  is  the  Spiritual  Director  of  the  Council;  the 
officers  of  the  Council  are  zealous,  and  we  have  reason  to 
hope  for  good  results  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese  from 
the  institution  of  the  Council. 
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PHILADELPHIA,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

There  are  reports  from  25  of  the  28  Conferences  in  this 
•city.  St.  Peter'  $  Conference,  of  Reading,  which  is  subject 
to  the  Particular  Council  of  Philadelphia,  makes  its  first 
appearance.

BALTIMORE,  MARYLAND. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  the  fourteen 
Conferences  of  this  city. 

The  principal  features  of  the  statistics  of  the  two  years, 
1884  and  1885,  are  as  follows:

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes: 

“  The  Quarterly  Masses  are  well  attended,  considering  the  distances  of  some  of 
the  churches  from  the  Cathedral,  and  the  want  of  public  conveyances  on  Sunday 


at  that  early  hour;  the  average  is  about  two-thirds.  The  attendance  at  the  Genera 
Meetings,  we  regret  to  say,  despite  of  admonitions,  is  not  so  good,  not  being  over 
50  to  55  per  cent.  The  Council  Meetings,  on  the  other  hand,  are  generally  w  lit 
attended  by  the  representatives  of  the  different  Conferences  and  the  Special  Work. 
There  is  scarcely  a  meeting  at  which  all  the  Conferences  are  not  represented.” 

Tlie  Treasurer  reports  that  the  receipts  of  the  Council 
were  $633.11,  and  its  expenditures  $638.24,  of  which  sum 
the  expenses  of  the  Special  Work  were  $279.88. 

From  the  letter  of  the  President  of  the  Council,  accom¬ 
panying  the  reports,  we  make  a  few  extracts,  as  follows: 

“  As  to  the  work  of  our  Conferences,  I  suppose  that  no  human  work,  in  spite  of 
all  efforts,  must  be  expected  to  be  complete  and  entirely  satisfactory.  Saving  this,. 
I  may  say  that,  on  the  whole,  our  Society  here  is  in  a  fair  condition.  It  is  said  to 
be  odious  to  make  comparisons,  yet,  by  implication,  at  least,  it  can  hardly  be- 
avoided  sometimes,  and  you  will  notice,  as  I  do,  that  there  is  a  difference  between 
the  condition  and  works  of  some  three  or  four  of  our  Conferences  and  the  others. 
I  must  say  that  this  is  owing,  at  least  partly,  to  circumstances  over  which  these 
Conferences  have  no  control.  For  instance,  three  of  them,  St.  Ignatius  of  Loyola,. 
Corpus  Christi,  and,  particularly,  the  new  Conference  of  St.  Leo ,  are  in  very  small 
Parishes,  and,  although  that  of  St.  Mary ,  Star  of  the  Sea,  is  in  a  large  Parish,  it  is- 
in  a  poor  Parish,  which  still  needs  all  the  money  which  it  can  afford  for  its  build¬ 
ing  up  and  the  necessary  improvements.  St.  Vincent's  Conference ,  you  will  notice 
with  satisfaction,  has  started  into  a  more  vigorous  life,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  has 
a  vigorous  Spiritual  Director,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  be  henceforth  one 
of  our  best  Conferences.  We  have  to  deplore  the  loss,  by  death,  of  several  valu¬ 
able  members  of  the  Society.  *  *  *  In  spite  of  requests  made,  but  few 

Conferences  give  any  but  statistical  reports.  This  is,  no  doubt,  a  fault,  and  owing, 
I  think,  to  the  want  of  systematic  record  of  any  interesting  cases  or  incidents  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  *  *  *  The  Special  Work  of  the  Council  seems  to  be  a  favorite 

with  our  Society,  and,  as  I  think,  it  may  well  be  so.  Hence  we  are  anxious  to 
perfect  it,  and  hence  our  efforts,  for  that  purpose,  to  obtain  a  Chaplain  regularly- 
installed  and  paid.” 

On  tlie  1st  of  January  of  this  year  the  Council  issued  a 
printed  report  for  tlie  year  1885.  We  think  that  it  will 
tend  to  the  interests  of  the  Society  at  large  to  make  the 
following  extracts,  somewhat  condensed,  from  it: 

“  The  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  was  established  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  in 
the  year  1864,  and  has  gradually  extended  its  sphere  of  edification  and  usefulness. 
The  first  Conference  that  of  St.  Mary’s,  was  formed  in  the  Cathedral  Parish,  and. 
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•other  Conferences  have  been  subsequently  formed  in  the  principal  Parishes  of  t lie 
city,  until  their  number  now  reaches  fourteen,  and  the  beneficial  influence  of  the 
Society  is  universally  recognized. 

The  Conferences  are  united  by  a  central,  or  so-called  Particular  Council,  which 
has  also  under  its  supervision  any  special  good  work  of  the  Society,  and  which 
assists  Conferences  that  may  occasionally  fail  in  their  own  resources. 

The  poor  are  relieved  without  reference  to  race,  color  or  religion,  and  the 
relief  is  taken  to  them  by  the  members,  at  their  own  homes,  so  that  every  oppor¬ 
tunity  is  given  to  the  members  bestowing  the  relief  to  discriminate  in  favor  of 
those  who  are  worthy.  It  is  even  more  the  duty  of  the  members,  on  occasion  of 
their  regular  weekly  visits  to  the  poor,  to  encourage  them — kindly  to  advise  and 
assist  them  in  their  difficulties,  and  in  the  spirit  of  charity  to  endeavor  to  influence 
their  moral  conduct. 

The  means  of  dispensing  charity  are  obtained  from  the  collections  from  the 
active  members  at  their  weekly  meetings,  the  subscriptions  of  the  honorary  mem¬ 
bers,  collections  in  church,  donations  and  such  other  sources  as  may  be  available 
for  this  purpose;  and  it  is  respectfully  urged  that  those  persons  who  may  find  it 
inconvenient  to  dispense  their  own  charities,  but  are  desirous  of  giving  in  such  a 
manner  that  what  is  bestowed  will  certainly  reach  the  objects  for  whom  it  is 
intended  can  not  do  so  better  than  through  the  members  of  this  Society. 

The  Society  is  also  authorized  to  take  devises,  bequests  or  legacies,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  no  other  charitable  society  is  more  entitled  to  the  remembrances  of  those 
who  desire  to  leave  money  to  be  expended  after  their  death  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor. 

Besides  these  general  works,  there  are  other  works  of  the  Society  which 
are  most  commendable,  which  are  performed  by  the  members  according  to  their 
respective  abilities  and  devotion.  One  of  these  is  teaching  the  children  in 
the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  various  Parishes,  and  when  the  large  number  of  children 
who  are  without  proper  instruction  in  the  truths  of  religion  is  considered,  and  the 
importance  of  this  great  work,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  laborers  are  not  found 
for  this  large  field. 

A  most  important  and  interesting  Special  Work  is  that  in  the  penal  insti. 
tutions  and  Bay  view  Asylum,  in  which  about  thirty  of  the  members  of  the 
Society  are  zealously  engaged.  Whilst  we  refer  to  a  few  statistics  regarding  this 
work,  they  can  give  no  adequate  idea  of  the  noble  work  which  is  done  in  those 
institutions  by  the  teaching  of  catechism,  other  moral  instructions  and  assistance 
given  to  the  unfortunate  inmates. 

Many  interesting  and  touching  incidents  could  be  related,  but  to  do  this 
would  take  too  much  space.  Divine  service  is  performed  on  every  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing  in  the  Penitentiary,  and  on  every  5th  Sunday  of  the  month  at  the  House  of 
Correction.  Sermons  are  preached  on  the  3d  and  4th  Sundays  of  every  month  in 
the  Penitentiary  and  Jail,  and  on  the  2d  and  4th  Sundays  in  the  House  of  Correc¬ 
tion.  A  large  amount  of  books  and  other  wholesome  reading  matter  is  distributed 
amongst  the  inmates  of  the  different  institutions.  To  perfect  our  work  in  these,  we 
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are  now  engaged  in  making  arrangements  for  having  a  regular  Chaplain  who  would 
give  his  entire  care  and  time  to  these  institutions.  It  has  so  far  partially,  but  very 
kindly,  been  attended  to  by  one  of  the  priests  from  Loyola  College. 

For  the  extra  expense  required  for  having  a  regular  Chaplain,  the  Society  has- 
not  as  yet  had  the  necessary  funds,  but  it  is  now  endeavoring  to  procure  them,  and 
it  trusts  that  the  charitable  public  will  further  assist  to  this  end. 

In  conclusion  we  would  say,  that  as  the  well-being  of  the  State  is  intimately 
connected  and  bound  up  with  that  of  the  individual,  and  as  every  one  becomes  a 
better  citizen  in  proportion  as  he  obeys  the  injunctions  of  religion,  we  would 
strongly  recommend  those  who  have  the  interests  of  humanity  at  heart  to  examine 
the  works  of  the  Society,  and,  if  it  meets  with  their  approval,  to  assist  it  by  such 
means  as  may  be  in  their  power.” 

There  is  an  elaborate  and  well  prepared  report  from  the 
President  of  the  Special  Work.  W e  have  alluded  to  this 
subject  at  length  in  our  former  reports,  and,  therefore,  will 
be  brief  on  this  occasion.  But,  as  such  works  are  attract¬ 
ing  attention  in  other  cities  and  from  other  Councils,  we 
will  state  a  few  of  the  prominent  features: 

“  In  the  House  of  Correction  a  priest  attends  on  two  Sundays  of  every  month 
to  preach  the  sermon  and  hear  Confessions.  Seven  members  of  the  Society  assist 
at  this  mission,  and  teach  in  Sunday  School  on  the  same  Sundays  from  3  to  5.30 
o’clock  P.  M.  The  number  of  prisoners  is  from  275  to  300.  All  the  prisoners  and 
many  persons  from  the  surrounding  country  come  to  the  chapel  to  hear  the  sermons. 
One  hundred  and  fifteen  male  and  female  prisoners  attend  the  Sunday  School  vol¬ 
untarily.  The  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  is  offered  every  fifth  Sunday,  and  ten  or 
twelve  prisoners  receive  Holy  Communion.  An  altar,  confessional,  book  case  and 
place  for  the  vestments  have  been  built  by  the  prisoners.  The  late  Superintendent 
of  the  Prison,  Mr.  Francis  Wheeler,  died  after  receiving  all  the  rites  of  the 
Catholic  Church.  Some  time  before  his  death  amember  of  the  Special  Work  gave 
him  Liguori’s  preparation  for  death,  and  he  would  read  a  part  of  the  work  every 
day.  Whenever  Mass  was  offered  in  the  prison,  he  would  be  seen  kneeling 
at  the  altar  with  the  prisoners  to  receive  Communion. 

There  is  no  regularly  attending  priest  at  the  City  Jail,  but  a  sermon  is  preached 
every  third  Sunday  to  all  the  prisoners.  Two  members  of  the  Special  Work  attend 
every  Sunday  morning  to  instruct  the  Catholic  prisoners  in  Sunday  School.  Mass 
has  never  been  celebrated  here,  but  will  be  if  a  priest  can  be  obtained. 

“  At  the  Penitentiary  no  priest  attends  regularly,  but  a  sermon  is  preached  every 
fourth  Sunday  to  all  the  prisoners.  There  are  500  prisoners.  Rev.  Father  Sourin, 
S.  J.,  of  Loyola  College,  who  so  faithfully  attended  this  mission,  is  now  so  old 
and  feeble  as  to  be  unable  to  leave  his  room.  Mass  is  said  every  Sunday  by  one 
of  the  Fathers  of  Loyola  College,  and  fourteen  members  of  the  Special  Work  teach 
75  to  100  prisoners  every  Sunday  in  the  Catholic  Sunday  School.  On  Christmas 
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Day,  at  7  o’clock,  Rev.  Father  Ryan,  S.  J.,  said  Mass,  and  eight  male  convicts- 
received  Communion.  The  music  was  under  the  charge  of  Prof.  Wernig,  with  forty 
of  the  best  male  and  female  singers  from  the  different  choirs  of  the  city,  with  Miss 
J.  Rinn  as  organist.  Many  of  the  prisoners  are  very  good  and  often  go  to  Con¬ 
fession.  A  priest  from  Loyola  College  hears  the  Confessions  on  Saturday.  The 
Sisters  of  Mercy  are  permitted  to  visit  the  women  and  the  sick  in  the  hospital. 
Thousands  of  Catholic  books  and  papers  are  collected  during  the  year  from  the 
boxes  placed  at  the  church  doors,  and  are  distributed  among  the  different  prisons 
by  the  members  of  the  Special  Work.  On  one  occasion  we  invited  the  Grand  Jury 
to  visit  this  prison  and  hear  a  sermon  delivered  by  the  Archbishop.  They  accepted 
the  invitation,  and  were  present  with  a  number  of  citizens  and  taxpayers. 

Bayview  Asylum,  Poor  House  and  Hospital.  Rev.  Father  Weisser  (Redemp- 
torist)  with  six  members  of  the  Special  Work  attend  this  mission.  Confessions 
are  heard  on  Saturdays.  As  many  as  38  are  heard  in  a  day.  Mass  is  said  every 
Sunday.  This  asylum  contains  from  1,100  to  1,200  souls,  white  and  black,  male 
and  female,  sane  and  insane,  sick  and  well.  Six  members  of  the  Work  go  in  a 
wagon  to  the  Asylum  on  Sunday  forenoon,  one  on  Friday  and  one  on  Saturday 
afternoon.  In  this  institution  in  1885  there  were  28  baptisms,  1,272  Confessions, 
167  sick  calls,  59  last  Sacraments  and  1,091  Communions. 

If  the  Special  Work  could  have  an  office  like  the  Prisoners’  Aid  Society  to 
receive  the  good  Catholics  when  they  come  out  of  prison,  obtain  them  employment 
or  send  them  out  of  the  city  to  their  homes  or  friends,  then  many  a  poor  soul, 
which  is  now  lost,  would  be  saved. 

The  following  are  the  statistics  of  Special  Works  at  penal  institutions  and 
Bayview  Asylum  during  the  year  1885:” 
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CITY  OF  WASHINGTON,  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

There  are  very  satisfactory  reports  from  the  Council 
and  fourteen  Conference's  of  this  city. 

The  most  marked  event  of  the  year  1885  was  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  live  Aspirant  Conferences.  This  is  the  first 
movement  in  this  direction  which  has  ever  been  made  in 
the  Circumscription  of  the  Superior  Council.  The  move¬ 
ment  is  not  an  experiment  or  an  attempt ;  it  is  a  success. 
Among  the  beneficial  results  may  be  named  :  the  effect 
upon  the  members  of  the  Aspirant  Conferences  themselves 
of  being  members  of  the  Society  and  the  furnishing  to  the 
Senior  Conferences  a  source  of  supply  of  recruits,  young, 
intelligent  and  zealous.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  character 
and  method  of  action  of  each  Aspirant  Conference  are  pro¬ 
tected  by  the  requirement  that  its  President  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Senior  Conference.  We  heartily  commend 
this  movement  to  all  Councils  and  Conferences. 

Under  these  circumstances  there  has  been  a  large 
increase  in  the  membership  and  works  of  the  Society  in 
Washington,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  figures  :

The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $181.25,  and  its  dis¬ 
bursements  $171 . 02. 

The  following  is  from  the  report  of  the  Council : 

“We  are  again  called  upon  to  express  gratification  at  the  continued  increase  of 
zeal  shown  by  our  members  in  the  prompt  and  punctual  discharge  of  their  duties 
and  for  the  interest  they  have  manifested  in  the  special  works  adopted  by  the 
Society. 
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Among  the  most  important  events  of  the  past  year  was  the  aggregation  of  St. 
Stephen’s  Aspirant  Conference  ;  the  formation  of  four  new  Aspirant  Conferences  ; 
.the  adoption  of  the  custom  of  having  an  annual  collection  in  all  our  Sunday 
Schools  for  the  benefit  of  the  Association  of  the  Holy  Childhood  ;  the  annual 
retreat  of  the  Society  ;  the  distribution  of  Christmas  dinners  and  presents  to  our 
poor  families,  and  the  success  attending  the  efforts  of  our  Spiritual  Director  in 
obtaining  permission  for  our  clergy  and  members  to  visit  and  instruct  the 
Catholic  boys  who  are  inmates  of  the  Reform  School. 

The  accompanying  table  will  show  the  attendance  of  the  officers  and  of  the 
Conferences  represented  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Particular  Council,  which 
averages  80  per  cent. : 
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The  average  attendance  at  the  general  meetings  was  69,  and  at  the  Masses 
about  60  per  cent. 

As  mentioned  in  our  last  Annual  Report,  a  special  work  in  commemoration  of 
our  “Golden  Jubilee”  was  the  inauguration  of  an  Aspirant  Conference  in  St. 
Stephen’s  Parish,  which  was  composed  of  youths  attending  the  Sunday  School  of 
that  Church,  and  whose  duties,  under  the  direction  of  their  President ,  zvho  must 
be  a  metnber  of  the  Senior  Conference ,  consisted  of  visiting  poor  children  of  the 
Parish  ;  furnishing  necessary  clothing  and  shoes  to  enable  them  to  attend  Sunday 
School ;  preparing  them  for  their  first  confessions  ;  visiting  those  who  absent 
themselves  for  three  successive  Sundays,  and  such  other  work  as  may  be  assigned 
them  by  the  Senior  Conference. 

*  *•  *  * 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  steps  were  taken  to  form  Aspirant  Conferences  in 
other  Parishes,  and  success  has  crowned  our  efforts  in  the  Parishes  of  the  Immaculate 
Conception,  St.  Matthew,  St.  Patrick,  and  St.  Aloysius,  and  we  have  the  most 
encouraging  prospects  in  Holy  Trinity,  St.  Peter’s,  and  St.  Dominick’s  Parishes. 
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Another  “Special  Work”  adopted  was  that  of  advancing  the  cause  of  the 
“  Propagation  of  the  Faith  ”  and  the  “  Association  of  the  Holy  Childhood.”  A 
few  of  our  members  interested  themselves  in  the  cause  of  the  former,  and  col¬ 
lected  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  which  was  forwarded  to  the  Treasui'er  of 
that  Association.  With  a  view  of  interesting  the  children  attending  our  Sunday 
Schools  in  the  work  of  the  “  Holy  Childhood,’’  to  secure  their  co-operation  and 
to  have  uniformity  of  action,  we  decided  to  use  our  best  efforts  to  obtain  per¬ 
mission  to  have  an  annual  collection  in  each  of  our  Sunday  Schools.  For  this 
purpose,  the  second  Sunday  in  December  having  been  designated,  we  are  happy 
to  state  that  collections  were  taken  up  in  almost  every  school,  which  resulted  in 
the  sum  of  $118.50,  which  amount  was  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer. 

A  retreat  was  given  just  previous  to  our  last  festival  by  Rev.  Father  Francis 
Ryan,  S.J.,  of  Loyola  College,  Md.,  upon  which  occasion  we  were  joined  by  the 
members  of  the  Carroll  Institute  and  the  pupils  attending  their  free  night  school  ; 
it  was  fairly  attended  and  very  instructive. 

The  custom  of  distributing  Christmas  dinners  and  presents  of  various  kinds, 
including  toys  and  candies  to  the  children  of  our  poor  families,  was  more  abund¬ 
antly  and  faithfully  carried  out  than  ever  before.  This  was  owing  to  the  generous 
response  made  to  the  appeals  of  our  Spiritual  Directors  for  donations  of  articles 
deemed  suitable  for  the  occasion.  Among  the  donations  reported  was  that  of  a 
barrel  of  flour  to  every  Conference,  divided  into  small  sacks,  suitable  for  distri¬ 
bution  among  our  families,  according  to  their  number,  condition,  etc.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  for  us  to  say  that  joy  and  happiness  were  brought  to  many  a  desolate 
home,  or  that  prayers  and  blessings  were  abundantly  showered  on  all  those  who 
contributed. 

A  new  “  Special  Work  ”  adopted  was  that  of  endeavoring  to  procure  a  chaplain, 
whose  duties  it  would  be  to  visit  the  Reform  School,  Almshouse,  and  the  Jail, 
with  a  view  that  our  members  might  have  an  opportunity  of  assisting  the  Catholic 
inmates  of  those  institutions.  Our  Spiritual  Director,  Rev.  Father  Walter,  has 
been  successful,  after  years  of  patient  labor,  in  having  permission  granted,  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Reform  School,  to  our  clergy  and  members  of  visiting  and  instruct¬ 
ing  our  Catholic  boys  in  that  institution.  An  excellent  committee  have  volunteered 
for  the  present,  who  visit  the  school  every  Sunday  afternoon,  instructing  the  boys 
in  their  Catechism,  and  supply  them  with  good  reading  matter.  We  are  in  hopes 
of  being  able  to  make  a  good  report  next  year  of  this  new  work.” 

Several  of  tlie  Conferences  narrate  interesting  incidents, 
but  the  space  at  our  disposal  will  not  permit  us  to  repeat 
them.  Besides,  the  report  of  the  Council  which  contained 
these  narratives  in  full,  was  printed  and  circulated  through¬ 
out  the  United  States. 
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PITTSBURGH,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

There  are  satisfactory  reports  from  the  Council  and 
three  of  the  four  Conferences  of  this  city.  Nothing  excep¬ 
tional  is  mentioned  and  we  can  merely  compare  the  results 
for  the  year  1885  with  those  for  the  year  1884 :

Conferences  of  this  city.  St.  Columbti  s  Conference  makes 
its  first  appearance.  In  1884  three  Conferences  failed  to 
report.  There  is,  naturally,  an  increase  in  the  returns.

The  Council  has  no  Special  Work,  and,  therefore,  its 
receipts  and  expenditures  were  small :  $18.01  received  and 
$31.25  expended. 

It  is  apparent  to  us  that  the  President  and  Secretary  of 
the  Council  faithfully  discharge  their  duties,  but  much 
improvement  is  desired,  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  Con¬ 
ferences,  in  the  prompt  rendering  of  their  reports  and  in 
their  fullness  and  accuracy.  These  defects  are  due,  no 
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doubt,  to  the  neglect  of  the  representatives  of  Conferences 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Council  writes  :  “  The  Particular  Council  has  been  so 
poorly  attended  that  there  are  grave  fears  of  its  utter 
destruction.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  St.  Bridget' s  Confer¬ 
ence  has  not  attended  a  single  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  its 
officers  have  been  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  but  once.” 
It  may  be  considered  a  natural  result  of  this  neglect  of 
duty  that  St.  Bridget' s  Conference  fails  to  report.  We 
hope  that,  hereafter,  the  officers  of  such  of  the  Conferences 
as  have  failed  to  do  so,  will  second  the  efforts  of  the 
officers  of  the  Council  made  by  them  on  behalf  of  the 
Society  in  Louisville.  The  Conference  of  the  Assumption , 
the  Cathedral  Conference,  states  that  a  flood  in  the  Ohio 
River  caused  great  suffering,  and  demanded  extraordinary  . 
exertions  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Conference, 
and  resulted  in  a  drain  upon  its  treasury  which  could  not 
have  been  borne  had  not  the  Con  erence  received  a  legacy. 


CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  eighteen  of  the 
twenty  Conferences  of  this  city.  The  Conferences  of  St. 
Philip ,  Notre  Dame ,  and  St.  Elizabeth  make  their  first 
appearance. 

The  Council’ s  receipts  were  $315.44,  and  its  expenditures 
$287.08,  including  the  sum  of  $215.00  applied  in  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  coal  for  the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor. 

The  returns  compare  with  those  for  the  year  1884  as 
follows  :

The  decrease  in  the  visits  of  the  Society  is  explained  in 
the  report  of  the  Council,  from  which  we  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  extracts : 

■“  We  feel  gratified  in  saying  the  calls  upon  the  Conferences  during  the  year  just 
closed  have  not  been  as  numerous  as  in  former  years,  which  accounts  for  what  may 
appear  a  want  of  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  Conferences — whilst  the  fact  is,  the  Con¬ 
ferences  have  displayed  in  all  cases  their  usual  generosity  to  the  poor,  and  whilst 
the  reports  show  about  the  same  number  of  families  relieved  as  in  preceding  years, 
yet  the  demands  upon  us  have  not  been  so  numerous  or  burdensome. 

The  new  Conferences  mentioned  last  year  have  done  well;  being  located  in 
the  suburbs  of  the  city  the  calls  on  their  funds  have  not  been  numerous. 

^ 

We  are  sorry  to  state  that  the  attendance  at  the  Council  meetings,  and  like¬ 
wise  the  quarterly  meetings,  has  not  been  as  good  as  in  former  years,  and  we 
reluctantly  say  we  fear  the  different  Presidents  of  Conferences  are  in  a  certain 
sense  to  blame. 

In  regard  to  the  Special  Works  of  the  Society  we  would  state  that  the  inmates 
of  the  County  Jail,  Poor  House  and  County  Hospital  have  received  their  usual 
visits  and  contributions  of  reading  matter  and  numerous  articles  of  devotion. 

Some  of  the  Conferences  report  Special  Works  as  follows  : 

The  Holy  Family  aims  to  induce  boys  to  enter  the  Juvenile  Sodalities;  assists 
in  preparing  children  for  their  First  Communion  and  procuring  homes  for  destitute 
children;  collecting  clothing  for  the  poor,  and  trying  to  reclaim  the  drunken 
parents  and  getting  them  to  approach  the  Sacraments. 

The  Holy  Name  reports  with  satisfaction  the  conversion  from  intemperance  of 
sixteen  heads  of  families  whom  they  induced  to  return  to  their  Christian  duties; 
also  of  taking  charge  of  a  branch  Sunday  School,  and  of  circulating  Catholic  peri¬ 
odicals  among  their  poor. 

St.  Rose  of  Lima  reports  the  town  authorities  distributing  fuel,  clothing  and

provisions  among  the  poor,  upon  their  recommendation,  and  mentions  several  other 
laudable  minor  works  of  charity. 

We  are  aware  that  many  other  Conferences  have  been  duly  zealous  in 
promoting  the  happiness  and  comfort  of  the  poor,  but  have  omitted  to  make  special 
mention  of  it. 

We  are  especially  pleased  to  say  that  a  perfect  spirit  of  harmony  exists  among 
the  officers  of  the  Conferences  and  the  members  of  the  same,  all  working  in  per¬ 
fect  unity  for  the  success  of  the  Society. 

Since  the  date  of  the  closing  of  this  report,  it  is  our  sad  duty  to  announce  the 
death  of  our  dear  brother,  T.  J.  Kinsella,  President  of  the  Holy  Name  Confer¬ 
ence,  who  for  twenty  years  was  an  active  member  of  our  Society  and  devoted 
friend  of  the  poor.” 


DUBUQUE,  IOWA. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  the  two  Confer¬ 
ences  of  this  city,  and  they  are  entirely  satisfactory.  There 
is  no  important  change  in  the  works  of  the  Society. 

The  Council  received  $106.35,  and  disbursed  $105.70. 
The  sum  of  $65.25  was  expended  in  the  purchase  of  books 
and  clothing  for  poor  children  to  enable  them  to  attend 
the  Catholic  schools.  St.  Raphael!  s  Conference  states  that 
during  the  year  the  poor  received,  through  the  instru¬ 
mentality  of  the  Conference,  groceries  and  wood  of  the 
value  of  $75  00,  that  the  wants  of  the  poor,  except  in  a  few 
cases,  are  supplied  by  the  county,  and  that  the  principal 
work  of  the  Conference  is  in  aiding  poor  children  to  attend 
the  Catholic  schools. 


ST.  PAUL,  MINNESOTA. 

The  Council  and  eight  of  the  nine  Conferences  of  this 
city  send  their  reports.  As  in  former  years,  we  are  much 
indebted  to  the  officers  of  the  Council,  and  we  are  pleased 
to  know  that  their  efforts  are,  in  some  degree,  successful. 
There  has  been  an  advance  in  most  of  the  works  of  the 
Society.  The  members  are  301  against  307;  the  average

attendance  13?  against  133;  144  families  were  relieved  and 
1,549  visits  made  against  131  families  relieved  and  1,486 
visits  made;  the  members  contributed  $1,000  against  $861, 
and  the  receipts  were  $2,360  and  the  expenditures  $1,886, 
against  $861  receipts  and  $1,784  expenditures.  The  Coun¬ 
cil  received  $33.36,  and  disbursed  $25.83. 

We  tind  that  St.  Mar  if  s  Conference ,  which  has  been 
marked  as  unaggregated  for  many  years,  is  entitled  to  be 
marked  as  aggregated  in  April,  1862,  and  it  will  be  so 
marked  hereafter  in  our  reports.  The  Conference  is  thj 
same  as  St.  Patrick’s,  which  was  aggregatedin  April,  1862, 
and,  when  the  Parish  was  subsequently  divided,  it  con 
tinued  its  work  as  St.  Mary’s  Conference,  taking  the  name 
of  the  new  Parish,  with  the  approval  of  the  Council 
General. 

The  Council  has  sent  us  an  elaborate  printed  report,  in 
which  each  Conference  is  mentioned  separately.  We  do 
not  deem  it  necessary  to  report  the  details.  Where  there 
is  room  for  improvement  we  trust  that  the  improvement 
will  be  made,  and  we  must  necessarily  rely  upon  local 
efforts  and  influences.  We  extract  from  the  report  as 
follows: 


“We  respectfully  submit  to  your  inspection  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1885, 
and  in  doing  so  we  feel  called  upon  to  express  our  sincere  regret  that  the  delay  of 
one  or  two  Conferences  has  prevented  this  report  from  reaching  you  by  the  first  of 
February,  as  we  had  desired  that  it  should.

We  hope  to  report  next  year  as  to  the  attendance  at  the  Annual  Retreat,  Gen¬ 
eral  Meetings  and  Quarterly  Masses.

The  Particular  Council  has  apparently  realized  the  importance  and  even  neces¬ 
sity  of  regular  monthly  meetings.  It  some  three  months  ago  resolved  to  meet  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  throughout  the  year,  and  has  thus  far  persevered 
in  the  practice.  Only  six  or  seven  members  have  attended  these  meetings,  and 
three  are  unable  to  attend;  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  regularity  of  these  few  may 
soon  lead  the  other  members  to  attend,  and  lead  to  a  much  needed  increase  in  tlm 
efficiency  of  the  Council. 
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The  General  Meetings  are  usually  held,  but  on  short  notice.  The  Annual 
Retreat  was  unusually  well  attended  in  December,  and  each  Conference  was  urged 
to  go  to  Holy  Communion  immediately  afterwards  in  his  own  Parish  church.  The 
various  Conferences  are  usually  invited  to  attend  a  general  Mass  for  the  deceased 
members,  which  is  celebrated  in  the  beginning  of  Lent  at  the  Cathedral. 

More  careful  preparation  was  made  for  the  Annual  Meeting  last  year,  and  it 
was  unusually  interesting.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  was  present  and  urged  that  the 
Council  resume  the  Special  Work  of  visiting  the  various  institutions  of  the  city. 

We  believe  that  the  Conferences  are  regular  in  approaching  the  Sacraments 
each  month,  but  we  regret  the  absence  of  statistics. 

Owing  to  their  many  business  engagements,  both  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  the  Particular  Council  have  at  times  spoken  of  resigning;  but  their  fellow  mem¬ 
bers  have  not  encouraged  the  idea,  and  seem  to  know  of  none  that  could  success¬ 
fully  take  their  place. 

There  is  a  great  field  in  this  extensive  circumscription  for  the  Particular  Council 
to  cultivate.  By  a  thorough  and  systematic  organization  of  the  Council  and  the 
Conferences  their  usefulness  and  efficiency  could  be  marvelously  increased.  There 
are  a  number  of  Parishes  in  which  it  is  believed  that  new  Conferences  could  be 
successfully  established  and  maintained.  There  is  a  vast  field  in  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis,  to  say  nothing  of  other  cities  in  the  Diocese,  for  special  works,  such 
as  visiting  prisons,  workhouses,  poorhouses,  caring  for  destitute  children,  etc., 
etc.,  at  least  some  of  which  might  be  undertaken  by  a  Particular  Council  carefully 
and  prudently  educated  up  to  them. 

In  St.  Paul  a  foundling  asylum  is  amongst  one  of  the  most  urgent  necessities  of 
the  present  year. 

It  is  believed  that  in  Minneapolis  a  separate  Council  would  prove  most  beneficial, 
and  we  have  already  made  application  to  the  Superior  Council  for  an  opinion  on 
the  matter  and  suggestions  as  to  the  best  means  of  bringing  about  the  institution 
of  a  new  Council.  We  trust  that  one  may  be  established  there  this  year. 

In  our  own  Council  there  is  room  for  advancement.  The  books  of  the  Council 
should  be  systematically  kept  as  provided  in  the  Manual,  and  the  funds  of  the 
Council  increased  and  used  where  needed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society  and  its 
poor.  The  officers  of  Conferences  should  be  required  to  fill  out  their  reports  more 
carefully,  and  to  enter  more  into  particulars.  Greater  efforts  should  be  made  to 
familiarize  the  members  of  the  Society  with  the  contents  of  the  Manual. 

The  present  officers  of  the  Particular  Council  would  gladly  see  all  this  done, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  something  in  this  direction  may  be  accomplished  during  the 
present  year. 

We  send  with  this  report  the  annual  reports  of  eight  Conferences,  the  Treas¬ 
urer’s  report,  summary  of  membership,  works  and  finances  of  Conferences,  lists  of 
officers  and  deceased  members.

In  conclusion  we  earnestly  beg  your  prayers  that  our  labors  may  be  more  com¬ 
mensurate  with  our  needs  during  the  present  year.” 
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It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Superior  Council  that  a  Partic¬ 
ular  Council  may  well  be  instituted  in  Minneapolis.  That 
city  and  the  city  of  St.  Paul  are  rapidly  increasing  in  pop¬ 
ulation,  and  each  should  be  a  centre  for  the  works  of  the 
Society.  The  fact  that  some  of  the  Conferences,  which  are 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council  of  St.  Paul,  are 
far  from  that  city,  one  being  at  a  distance  of  eighty  miles, 
has  always  been  an  obstacle  in  the  progress  and  efficient 
working  of  the  Society. 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  CALIFORNIA. 

•  * 

The  Society  sprang  into  existence  without  our  knowl¬ 
edge.  The  first  that  we  knew  was  that  two  of  the  Con¬ 
ferences  informed  this  Council  that  they  had  been  organ¬ 
ized  and  asked  for  instruction  and  recognition.  Others, 
in  like  manner,  subsequently  announced  their  existence  to 
us.  There  are  now  seven  Conferences  upon  our  list,  and 
we  have  supplied  all,  so  far  as  possible,  with  books,  blanks 
and  such  instruction  and  advice  as  were  desired.  We 
attribute  these  gratifying  occurrences  to  the  direct  and 

active  exertions  of  His  Grace,  the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop  of 
San  Francisco.  The  members  of  these  organizations  estab¬ 
lished  also  a  Particular  Council,  and  have  held  General 
Meetings,  at  one  or  more  of  which  the  Most  Rev.  Arch¬ 
bishop  was  present.  This  Council  exerts  a  beneficial  influ¬ 
ence  in  causing  the  Conferences  to  work  according  to  the 
rules  of  the  society  and  in  harmony  among  themselves, 
and,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  which  need  not  be  named, 
the  Superior  Council  decided  to  recognize  it  provisionally, 
in  the  confident  hope  that,  in  due  time,  some  of  the  Con¬ 
ferences  would  be  aggregated,  and  would  then  apply  for 
the  institution  of  a  Particular  Council.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Council  writes  :  “  We  have  much  to  learn,  to  be  sure, 
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but  we  are  apt  and  willing.  The  work  of  charity  is  so  ra- 
lining  to  the  soul  that,  aside  from  the  great  spiritual  good 
to  be  obtained,  there  is  an  immense  gain  to  be  derived  in 
the  satisfaction  of  doing  good  to  the  poor.” 


ISOLATED  CONFERENCES. 

As  we  have  often  remarked,  these  Conferences  have  but 
little  direct  communication  with  other  branches  of  the- 
Society,  unless  when  two  or  more  exist  in  the  same  city. 
This  is  very  unusual.  The  character  and  amount  of  work 
of  each  Conference  depend  much  upon  surrounding  cir¬ 
cumstances,  which  vary  in  different  places. 

There  are  now  forty  Conferences  of  this  class,  thirty-four 
of  which  have  reported.  The  conferences  in  Portland,. 
Maine,  St.  Patrick"  s  (No.  l)and  Dominic"  s  (No.  2)  are  in  a 
very  good  condition.  The  President  of  the  latter  writes  : 
‘  ‘  The  amount  expended  under  different  heads  in  this  re¬ 
port  is  not  all  that  our  Conference  has  done  for  our  poor. 
We  have  a  number  of  ladies  in  our  congregation  who  are 
anxious  to  help  us  in  clothing  our  poor.  When  we  have  a 
call  for  clothing  from  a  destitute  family  some  of  these 
ladies  are  notified  of  the  wants  and  they  attend  to  them 
without  any  expense  to  the  Conference  and  more  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  poor  children.”  St.  Joseph1  s  Conference 
(No.  3)  of  Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  makes  its  first 
report  and  is  the  only  Conference  in  the  Diocese  of  Man¬ 
chester  which  was  established  in  1884  and  comprises  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire.  St.  Mary"  s  Conference  (No.  4) 
of  Lynn,  Mass.,  reports  again  after  a  silence  of  two  years, 
during  which  time,  however,  it  did  some  work  among  the 
poor.  The  Conference  of  St.  Mary ,  Star  of  the  Sea  (No. 
5)  of  Beverly,  Mass.,  sends  a  good  report.  It  states  that 
there  had  been  plenty  of  employment,  and,  consequently^ 
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little  want.  It  had  experienced  a  great  loss  in  the  death 
of  its  Spiritual  Director.  The  President  of  St.  Patrick' s 
Conference  (No.  9)  of  Chicopee  Falls,  Mass.,  writes : 
“  Year  after  year  it  appears  more  manifest  how  effective  is 
the  charitable  work  performed  by  this  branch  of  the 
society.  Working  always  in  harmony  with  the  wishes 
of  our  pastor,  and  supplementing  as  far  as  possible  the 
good  work  done  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  in  our  Paro¬ 
chial  Schools,  we  cannot  but  feel  that  G-od  blesses  our 
labors.”  Si.  Mary' s  Conference  (No.  12)  of  Fall  River, 
Mass. ,  sends  an  excellent  report.  Its  former  worthy  and 
efficient  President  has  been  obliged  to  resign  on  account  of 
the  pressure  of  his  private  business,  but  remains  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Conference.  This  is  now  the  only  reporting 
Conference  in  Fall  River.  St.  Patrick' s  Conference  (No.  14) 
of  Yalley  Falls,  R.  I.,  mentions,  in  like  manner  as  do  other 
conferences,  the  aid  it  received  from  a  society  of  ladies.  It 
states  that  it  is  u  known  as  the  St.  Joseph’ s  Aid  Society  who 
relieve  us  by  supplying  clothing  in  many  cases  which  we 
could  not  at  all,  or  with  great  difficulty,  reach.  During  the 
year  1885  this  Aid  Society  expended  $328. 69,  principally  on 
clothing  for  children  attending  our  day  and  Sunday 
Schools.”  It  may  be  said  concerning  The  Conference  of 
St.  John  the  Baptist  (No.  20)  of  Pottsville,  Penna.,  that  it 
is  almost  self-sustaining  ;  its  few  members,  too  few  by  faiy 
contributed  four-fifths  of  its  receipts.  It  should  have 
more  members.  St.  Andrew' s  Conference  (No.  22)  of  Alle¬ 
gheny  City,  Penna.,  sends  a  good  report.  This  Conference, 
also,  needs  more  members.  St.  Patrick' s  Conference 
(No.  23)  of  Erie,  Penna.,  reports  that  the  demands  upon 
it  for  relief  were  much  decreased  owing  to  a  greater 
demand  for  labor.  The  report  from  St.  Peter' s  Conference 
(No.  28)  of  Richmond,  Ya.,  was  the  first  which  we  received. 
If  all  Councils  and  Conferences  were  equally  prompt,  our 
Annual  Report  would  bear  an  early  date.  St.  Patrick?  s- 
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Conference  (No.  30)  and  The  Conference  of  the  Annuncia¬ 
tion  (No.  31)  both  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  send  good  reports 
as  usual.  St.  Francis's  Conference  (N o.  33),  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  makes  its  first  appearance.  Tt  is  the  only  Conference 
in  the  arch-diocese  of  Cincinnati.  The  Conference  of 
SS.  Peter  and  Paul  (No.  35),  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  also 
makes  its  first  appearance,  and  gives  promise  of  being 
permanent  and  successful.  It  is  the  only  Conference  in 
the  Diocese  of  Detroit,  which  comprises  a  large  part  of 
the  Lower  Peninsula  of  Michigan.  St.  Peter' s  Conference 
(No.  37),  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  has  dropped  from  the 
roll  many  members,  who  did  not  attend  the  meetings,  and 
those,  who  remain,  work  with  efficiency.  We  have  advised 
this  and  other  Conferences  to  induce  such  members  to 
become  Honorary  Members  or  Subscribers.  The  Confer¬ 
ence  of  The  Sacred  Heart  (No.  39),  of  North  Temiscai, 
California,  sends  a  good  report.  It  states  that :  “  Several 

Catholics,  young  and  older  men,  who  did  not  attend  to 
their  duties,  were,  through  efforts  of  members  of  the  Con¬ 
ference,  induced  to  receive  instructions  from  the  priests 
and  are  now  good  Catholics.”  There  have  been  many 
changes  in  the  officers  and  members  of  The  Conference  of 
the  Immaculate  Conception  (No.  40),  of  Portland,.  Oregon, 
and  the  Conference  has,  apparently,  derived  benefit  from 
the  changes.  The  report  is  entirely  satisfactory. 

We  have  given  in  this  Report,  for  the  first  time,  in  the 
“  Directory  of  Conferences,”  the  addresses  of  the  Presi¬ 
dents  and  Secretaries  of  the  Isolated  Conferences.  We 
think  that  this  will  lead  to  more  frequent  and  certain  com¬ 
munications  between  the  Conferences  of  this  class  and  the 
other  branches  of  the  Society. 
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LIST  OF  CERTAIN  COUNCILS. 

For  tlie  benefit  of  the  members  of  tlie  Society,  in  their 
travels  and  correspondence,  we  print,  in  an  appendix,  the 
addresses  of  English-speaking  Councils  other  than  those 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Superior  Council,  so  far  as 
we  have  been  able  to  obtain  them,  and  give  the  addresses  of 
Councils  not  English-speaking,  in  some  of  the  principal 
cities  of  Europe  and  elsewhere.  For  much  information 
in  the  preparation  of  this  list,  we  are  indebted  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  of  England  and  to  a  member  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  In  printing  a  similar  list, 
as  an  appendix  to  our  Report  for  the  year  1884,  we  followed 
the  example  of  the  Council  of  England,  and  we  have  already 
seen  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  practice  by  the 
receipt  of  Reports  arid  letters  from  various  parts  of  the 
world.  We  will  send  this  Report  to  all  the  addresses  ap¬ 
pearing  in  the  appendix,  and  will  be  obliged  for  exchanges.
